With Acrobat Reader, you have several ways to navigate 
through text:

Copying without Your Computer 

First make sure you have paper loaded, following the 
instructions on the Start Here sheet. Then feed in your page or 
photo, following these steps: 

1. Adjust the edge guides to fit the width of your original. 

2. Hold the document face down and insert the bottom edge 
into the scanner.

Copying Thin or Fragile Items 

You may not be able to feed a fragile photo or document 
into the scanner. Before you copy this type of item, place it 
in the protection sheet that came with your EPSON 
Stylus Scan 2000. 

1. The first time you use the protection sheet, you need to 
remove the plastic film. Pull up on the tab to peel off the 
film. 

2. Open the protection sheet and insert your document all the 
way to the top. 

3. Feed the sheet into the scanner following the instructions 
above.

Adjusting the Image Size 

You can use the Copy Utility to fine-tune the size of the image 
you copy. 

If you don't need to make precise adjustments, or you only 
want to make small changes to image size, do one of the 
following: 

■ If you want the output image to be the same size as the 
original, select 1 00% on the screen's control panel. 

■ Select Fit to Page to set the image to fit your paper size 
setting. 

■ Click Other, then click the + or - button under 
Reduce/Enlarge to gradually increase or decrease the size 
of your image. (The percentage expresses the ratio of the 
output image size to the original image size.) 



If you want to make more precise adjustments, follow these 
steps: 

1. Click the scale button on the Copy Utility control 
panel. You see this window:

You can use the slider to reduce or enlarge your image by 
an exact percentage.

How can you get the best-looking photos, most vivid colors, 
and sharpest text?

Running a Cleaning Cycle 

If your printouts are light or have gaps in the image, you may 
need to run a cleaning cycle. This unclogs the print head 
nozzles so they can deliver ink properly. 

The cleaning process uses ink, so you should run it only if 
you're not getting good print quality. You can run the cleaning 
cycle using either: 

■ The Head Cleaning utility (with your EPSON Stylus Scan 
connected to a local port, not over a network) 

■ The control panel buttons on the EPSON Stylus Scan 
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caution 

Never turn off the 
printer while the 
O power light is 
flashing, unless the 
printer hasn 't moved or 
made any noise for more 
than 5 minutes. 



Using the Head Cleaning Utility 

1. Make sure the EPSON Stylus Scan is turned on but not 
printing, and the A black and 0£> color ink out lights are off. 

2. Do one of the following: 

■ Click Start, point to Settings, then select Printers. 
Right-click the EPSON Stylus Scan 2000 icon and 
select Properties. Click the Utility tab. 

■ Open the File menu and choose Page Setup or Print.

Then click the Jjfl Utility button. 



Click the Head Cleaning icon on the Utility menu. 

Follow the instructions on the screen to run the print head 
cleaning cycle. 

Cleaning takes about a minute, during which the printer 
makes some noise and the (!) power light flashes. When the 
(1) power light stops flashing, continue with the next step. 

Make sure paper is loaded and click Print nozzle check 
pattern (Windows) or Confirmation (Macintosh). The 
nozzle check pattern prints. (See "Running a Nozzle 
Check" on page 109 for details.) 
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Using the Control Panel 

1. Make sure the printer is turned on and not printing, and 
that the A black and 0£> color ink out lights are off. 

2. Press the »*» cleaning button and hold it down for three 
seconds. 




Cleaning takes about one minute, during which the printer 
makes some noise and the (!) power light flashes. 

3. After the (1) power light stops flashing, print a page to test 
the print quality and reset the cleaning cycle. 

4. Run a Nozzle Check, examine the check pattern, and 
respond as described below. 



Running a Nozzle Check 

1. Make sure the EPSON Stylus Scan is turned on but not 
printing, and the A black and 4£> color ink out lights are off. 

2. Do one of the following: 

■ Click Start, point to Settings, then select Printers. 
Right-click the EPSON Stylus Scan 2000 icon and 
select Properties. Click the Utility tab. 

■ Open the File menu and choose Page Setup or Print. 



Then click the Jjfl Utility button. 



3. Click the Nozzle Check icon on the Utility menu. 

4. Follow the instructions on the screen to run the nozzle 
check. 
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5. Examine the nozzle check pattern. It should look 

something like this (the upper pattern should be black; the 
lower section is divided into blue, red, and yellow sections): 




Each staggered horizontal and straight vertical line should 
be complete, with no gaps in the dot pattern. 

If any dots are missing, as shown below, run the cleaning 
cycle again. 

missing dots 




note 

To maintain print 
quality, make sure you 
turn on your EPSON 
Stylus Scan at least once 
a month. 



If the nozzle check pattern is complete, click Finish. 

If the pattern is missing segments, click Clean to run 
another cleaning cycle. 

If you don't see any improvement after cleaning four or 
five times, turn the printer off, wait until the next day, 
and run the cleaning cycle again. 

If quality still doesn't improve, one or both of your ink 
cartridges may be old or damaged, and you may need 
to replace them. See page 115 for instructions. 
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Replacing Ink Cartridges 



caution 

To ensure good results, 
use genuine EPSON 
cartridges and do not 
refill them. Other 
products may cause 
damage to your printer 
not covered by EPSON'S 
warranty. 



When the A black or color ink out light flashes, that 
cartridge is low on ink. This is a good time to make sure you 
have a new cartridge. When the light stays on, the cartridge is 
empty and you need to replace it. You can't print if either ink 
cartridge is empty. 

When one of your cartridges runs out of ink, you'll see a 
message in the Progress window on your screen (Windows 
only). Click the How To button on the screen, and then follow 
the instructions to replace your cartridge. 

Cartridges should be available where you bought your printer. 
You can also order them from EPSON Accessories at 
(800) 873-7766 (U.S. sales only). In Canada, please call 
(800) 873-7766 for dealer referral. 

Use these EPSON ink cartridges within six months of installing 
them and before the expiration date on the package: 

■ EPSON black ink cartridge: S020189 

■ EPSON color ink cartridge: S020191 

If you need to replace an ink cartridge before the lights flash 
(because the ink is too old, for example) follow the instructions 
in "Replacing an Outdated Ink Cartridge" on page page 115. 
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caution 

You must remove the 
yellow tape from the top 
ofrthe cartridge or you 
will permanently 
damage it. Do not 
remove the clear seal 
from the bottom ofrthe 
cartridge, or ink will 
leak out. 



Replacing the Color Ink Cartridge 

You can replace a cartridge when the 435 color ink out light is 
flashing, or when it stays on. Follow these steps: 

1 . Remove the new ink cartridge from its package. 

2. Remove only the yellow part of the tape seal on top. Don't 
pull off the blue portion or try to remove the clear seal 
underneath the cartridge. 




3. Lower the output tray, then open the front cover. 
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caution 

Don 't open the clamp or 
remove a cartridge 
except to replace it with 
a new one. Once you 
remove a cartridge, you 
can 't reuse it, even if it 
contains ink. 



warning 

If ink gets on your 
hands, wash them 
thoroughly with soap 
and water. If ink gets 
into your eyes, flush 
them immediately with 
water. Keep ink 
cartridges out of the 
reach of children. 



Press the »*» cleaning button and hold it for about three 
seconds until the print head moves left and the (!) power 
light begins flashing. 




5. Pull up the ink cartridge clamp. The cartridge rises up from 
its holder. 




6. Lift the cartridge out of the printer and dispose of it 
carefully. 

7. Lower the new ink cartridge into its holder with the label 
facing up and toward the back of the printer. Don't press 
down on the cartridge.

8. Press down the ink cartridge clamp until it locks in place. 
Then press the iit cleaning button and release it quickly. 

The printer moves the print head and begins charging the 
ink delivery system. (Even if you don't press the button, ink 
charging begins 60 seconds after you close the clamp.) 

The (1) power light flashes and the printer makes various 
sounds. Charging takes about 60 seconds. When it's 
finished, the (!) power light stops flashing and stays on. 

9. Close the front cover. 

Replacing the Black Ink Cartridge 

You can replace a cartridge when the A black ink out light is 
flashing, or when it stays on. 

1. Follow steps 1 through 4 on pages 112 and 113.

The (1) power light flashes and the printer makes various 
sounds. Charging takes about 60 seconds. When it's 
finished, the Cl) power light stops flashing and stays on.

Replacing an Outdated Ink Cartridge 

If an ink cartridge is more than six months old, you may need 
to replace it, especially if your printouts don't look as good as 
they used to. If print quality doesn't improve after cleaning and 
aligning the print head, you can replace one or both cartridges. 

Follow these steps to replace an ink cartridge before the A black 
or Hjb color ink out light is flashing or on: 

1 . Prepare your new ink cartridge for installation as described 
in "Replacing the Color Ink Cartridge" on page 112. 

2. Make sure the printer is turned on and not printing. Then 
lower the output tray and open the front cover. 
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caution 

To avoid damaging the 
printer, never move the 
print head by hand. 



Press the B load/eject button and hold it down for about 
three seconds until the print head moves to the color 
cartridge replacement position.

Aligning the Print Head 

If your printouts contain vertical bands or crooked vertical 
lines, you may need to use the Print Head Alignment utility. 
Your EPSON Stylus Scan must be connected directly to a local 
port, not over a network, to use this utility. 

1. Make sure the printer is turned on and has paper. 

2. Do one of the following: 

■ Click Start, point to Settings, then select Printers. 
Right-click the EPSON Stylus Scan 2000 icon and 
select Properties. Click the Utility tab. 

■ Open the File menu and choose Page Setup or Print. 



Then click the SJfl Utility button. 



3. Click the Print Head Alignment icon on the Utility 
menu. 

4. Follow the instructions on the screen to print a test page 
and select the correct alignment.

Cleaning the EPSON Stylus Scan 

To keep your printer operating at its best, clean it several times 
a year. 

1. Press the (1) power button to turn the printer off, then 
unplug the power cord and disconnect the cable. 

Remove all paper. 

Use a soft brush to clean loose dust and dirt. 



Use a soft, clean cloth and mild detergent to clean the outer 
case and inside of the paper feeder. Be careful not to soak 
the cloth — just dampen it. Keep the front and top covers 
closed to prevent moisture from getting inside. 
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5. Open the top cover and clean the scanner glass with a soft, 
dry cloth, or with a blower brush. 

6. If ink leaks inside the printer, wipe it away with a damp 
cloth. 

Transporting the EPSON 
Stylus Scan 

For short moves, you can just pick up the EPSON Stylus Scan 
and set it down. For longer moves, you need to repack it in the 
original box. 

1. Press the (!) power button to turn the printer off. Then 
unplug the power cord and remove the interface cable. 

2. Make sure the top cover is closed. 

3. Remove all paper and then remove the paper and 
document supports. 

4. Make sure the output tray is lowered, then open the front 
cover. 

5. Secure the ink cartridge holder with tape, as shown. 




Close the cover and raise the tray. 

Use the original box and packing materials to repack the 
printer. 

Keep the EPSON Stylus Scan level during transport.

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Running a Printer Check 

You can run a printer check to determine whether the problem 
comes from the EPSON Stylus Scan or your computer.

2. Disconnect the interface cable from the EPSON 
Stylus Scan. 

3. Make sure paper is loaded. 

4. Hold down the B load/eject button, then press and release 
the (1) power button. Continue holding down the 

B load/eject button until the 0 power light starts to flash, 
then release it. 

A check page is printed, showing the ROM version 
number, ink counter, and a nozzle check pattern. 

5. After the check is printed, turn off the power. Then 
reconnect the interface cable and turn on your EPSON 
Stylus Scan and computer. 

■ If the results are satisfactory, the problem lies in your 
software settings, the interface cable, or your computer. 

■ If the check page does not print correctly, you may have a 
problem with your EPSON Stylus Scan. Try the 
suggestions in "Problems and Solutions" on page 122 for 
more information. 
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Problems and Solutions 



Here are some basic troubleshooting tips if you have any 
problems setting up your EPSON Stylus Scan, installing 
software, or getting good quality printouts or scanned images. 

Since copying involves both printing and scanning, look for 
copy problems in both "Solving Printing and Copying 
Problems" on page 124 and "Solving Scanning and Copying 
Problems" on page 132. 

Solving Problems Setting Up the EPSON 
Stylus Scan or Installing Its Software 

The printer started making noise after you installed the 
ink cartridges. 

■ The first time you install ink cartridges, the printer must 
charge its ink delivery system for a few minutes. Please 
wait until charging is finished (the (1) power light stops 
flashing) before you turn off the printer. Otherwise, you 
will waste ink. 

■ Make sure the ink cartridge clamps are locked down 
completely and that no packing material remains in the 
printer. 

The printer has finished charging the ink cartridge, 
but the O power light is still flashing. 

■ Make sure the ink cartridge clamps are locked into place. 

■ Make sure all packing material has been removed from the 
printer. 

■ If the printer is not moving or making noise, but the light is 
still flashing after 5 minutes have passed, turn the printer 
off. If the light is still flashing when you turn it back on, 
contact your dealer or see "Where To Get Help" on 

page 137. 



You're having problems installing the software. 

■ Make sure your EPSON Stylus Scan is turned on and the 
cable is securely connected to the printer and computer. 

■ Make sure you've closed all other applications, including 
any screen savers. Then try installing the software again, 
following the instructions on the Start Here sheet. 

When you connect to a USB port on a Windows 
computer, several USB devices are recognized and 
installed. 

This is the correct installation procedure. Your EPSON 
Stylus Scan includes a printer, scanner, and internal USB hub. 
Even though the process may seem repetitious, make sure you 
don't cancel out of the installation. 

You see the following message: Setup cannot find the 
Windows printer files needed to set up the WinFax 
printer driver. 

Remove the EPSON CD-ROM and insert your Windows 95 
or Windows 98 CD-ROM. Then click OK. If you don't have a 
Windows CD-ROM, locate the Windows driver files on your 
hard disk drive. 

You see the following message: Please insert your 
WinFax Basic Edition installation media. 

Remove your Windows CD-ROM and insert the EPSON 
Stylus Scan 2000 CD-ROM. Then click OK. 

When you connect it to the pass-through port on your 
Zip® drive, your EPSON Stylus Scan doesn't work. 

The EPSON Stylus Scan is not designed to work on this type of 
port. You must remove the Zip drive and connect it to a 
different port. (You may need to install a second parallel port.) 
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Connect the EPSON Stylus Scan directly to your computer's 
built-in parallel port. Do not use a switch box. You can also 
connect the EPSON Stylus Scan to your USB port 
(Windows 98 only). 

After you use your EPSON Stylus Scan with a parallel 
connection, your Zip drive doesn't work when you 
reconnect it to the same parallel port. 

You may need to reinstall your Zip drive software. To avoid this 
problem, you can disable the Zip drive in your Windows 
Device Manager before you connect the EPSON Stylus Scan. 
See your Windows Help for more information. 

You're using the parallel port. 

For maximum print speeds, enable ECP/DMA mode on your 
computer's parallel port. See your computer documentation or 
the manufacturer for instructions. 

You're printing over a network. 

See your electronic Reference Guide for computer configuration 
instructions. 

Solving Printing and Copying Problems 

Only the O power light is on, but nothing prints. 

■ Turn off the EPSON Stylus Scan and your computer. 
Make sure the interface cable is connected securely. (Use a 
fully shielded USB "AB" interface cable or an IEEE- 1284 
compliant parallel cable.) 

■ Make sure there's no packing material inside the printer.

If you 're trying to print 
or copy a large image, 
your computer may not 
have enough memory. 



Run a printer check as described on page 121. If you ran a 
printer check successfully, make sure your printer and 
application software are installed correctly. If you're 
printing on a network, you may need to set up your printer 
for network printing, as described in your electronic 
Reference Guide. 



The printer sounds as though it is printing, but 
nothing prints. 

Make sure the print head nozzles are not clogged. To run a 
cleaning cycle, see page 107. 

Printing is too slow. 

Make sure your system meets the requirements listed on 
pages 139 to 140. If you are printing a high-resolution image, 
you need more than the minimum requirements listed. You 
may also need to do the following: 

■ Clear space on your hard drive or run a defragmentation 
utility. 

■ Don't run too many applications at the same time. 

■ Increase your system's memory (RAM). 
For the fastest printing, try the following: 

■ Choose Black ink if your document does not include any 
other color. 

■ Set the Quality/Speed slider to Speed. 

■ If you upgraded from Windows 95 to Windows 98, you 
need to uninstall and reinstall your driver. See page 135 for 
instructions. 



Your printer makes noise when you turn it on or after 
it has been sitting for a while. 

Your printer is performing routine maintenance.

Your printout is faint or has gaps in the image. 




Make sure the print head nozzles are not clogged. To run a 
cleaning cycle, see page 107. 

Check the ink out lights. If either light is flashing, replace 
the ink cartridge; see page 111. 

Make sure the Media Type setting matches the paper 
you're using. See page 49 for guidelines. 

Make sure your paper isn't damaged, old, dirty, or loaded 
face down. 

Try using Automatic mode. See page 41 for instructions. 

Adjust the color settings in your application program or in 
the print settings window. 
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Your printout has incorrect or missing colors. 

■ Make sure the Ink setting is set to Color for color images. 

■ Make sure the print head nozzles are not clogged. To run a 
cleaning cycle, see page 107. 

■ If you are printing a high-resolution image, try turning off 
PhotoEnhance. 

■ Try using Automatic mode. See page 41 for instructions. 

■ Your printed colors can never exactly match your on-screen 
colors. However, you can use a color management system 
to get as close as possible. For information on your printer 
software's color matching options, see your electronic 
Reference Guide. 

Your printout contains incorrect characters. 

■ Make sure the interface cable is connected securely at both 
ends. 

■ Make sure your EPSON Stylus Scan 2000 is selected in the 
Chooser (Macintosh), as the current printer in your 
application, or as the Windows default printer. 

■ Make sure there aren't any stalled print jobs. If there are, 
delete them and then try printing again. 

■ Don't use a switch box with your printer. 
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Your printout is grainy. 

■ Try using a higher quality paper. 

■ Make sure you set the Quality/Speed slider to the Quality 

setting in your printer software; see page 41 or 44 for 
instructions. 

■ Run the Print Head Alignment utility. See page 1 17 for 
instructions. 

■ You may need to increase the image resolution or print it in 
a smaller size. See your software documentation for 
instructions. 

Color documents print in black and white. 

■ Make sure your printer and port are selected in your 
software application. 

■ Make sure color printing is selected in your application and 
the printer software. 

Solving Problems with Paper Feeding 

If your EPSON Stylus Scan doesn't feed paper, feeds multiple 
pages, or paper is jammed, remove and replace the stack of 
paper, then press the ffl load/eject button. Make sure of the 
following: 

■ Paper isn't old, creased, damp, or too thin. 

■ The edge guide is resting against the stack of paper. 

■ Paper isn't loaded above the arrow on the edge guide. 

■ If paper doesn't eject fully, you may have set the wrong 
paper size. Press the B load/eject button to eject the paper. 
Then make sure you select the correct paper size in your 
application or print settings. 

■ Fan the stack of paper and then even the edges before 
loading it. 
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Solving Miscellaneous Printout Problems 



The margins are incorrect. 

■ Make sure the paper settings are correct for your paper size. 

■ Check your software documentation for instructions on 
selecting the correct margins for your paper size. 

The image size or position is incorrect. 

Make sure the paper and/or layout options are set correctly. 



The printer prints blank pages. 

■ Make sure your printer is selected in your application or as 
the Windows default printer. 

■ Make you have selected the correct paper size. 

■ Make sure the print head nozzles are not clogged. To run a 
cleaning cycle, see page 107. 



Solving Scanning and Copying Problems 

Your page or photo doesn't feed into the scanner or 
gets stuck. 

■ Wait until the current operation is finished. You can't scan 
while copying or printing. 

■ Make sure the document support is installed correctly and 
not pushed forward. 

■ Make sure your document feeds in evenly. If not, press the 
red Cancel button and try again. 

■ If a document is stuck, close your application program and 
turn off the EPSON Stylus Scan. Then open the top cover 
and remove the page or photo. 
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Something is missing or incorrect in the scanned 
image. 

■ If the scanned image is blank, make sure you feed your page 
or photo face down. 

■ If text is missing or incorrect, try adjusting the scan 
threshold in the TWAIN window. See page 63 for more 
information. 

■ If you're scanning a document with a lot of graphics, text 
may not be recognized correctly by the OCR software. 

■ If you're using the protection sheet, make sure it isn't dirty 
or worn out. Make sure your original is straight and the 
sheet is inserted straight into the scanner. 

■ Make sure you select the Quality & de-screening setting 
in the TWAIN window. 

You see one of these messages: Cannot find the scanner 
on the bus (Macintosh) or Scanner not ready 
(Windows). 

■ Make sure your EPSON Stylus Scan is turned on and 
securely connected to your computer or USB hub. 

■ Make sure your EPSON Stylus Scan is selected in the 
Chooser (Macintosh). 

■ Try restarting your computer. Make sure you turn on your 
EPSON Stylus Scan before you turn on your computer. 

You see this message: The scanner is out of paper. 

Make sure your page or photo is inserted correctly in the 
scanner. See page 20 for instructions. 

When you try to copy on a Macintosh, your original is 
scanned but not printed. 

Open the Chooser, select SS 2000, and turn on background 
printing. Then try copying again. 
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Your scanning software doesn't work correctly. 

■ Your computer may not have enough memory to process a 
large or high-resolution image. Try closing other programs 
or scanning at a lower resolution. You may need to increase 
your system's memory (RAM). 

■ If you're using EPSON TWAIN, make sure you've selected 
EPSON Stylus Scan SF as your TWAIN source. 

■ If you're using EPSON Personal Copy (Macintosh only), 
make sure you have selected SS 2000 in the Chooser. 

■ Make sure your EPSON Stylus Scan is turned on, and the 
interface cable is securely connected at both ends. 

■ Try restarting your computer. Make sure you turn on your 
EPSON Stylus Scan before you turn on your computer. 

Solving Image Quality Problems 

The image is slanted or crooked. 

■ If the document or photo has an irregular shape, use the 
protection sheet and make sure you feed it straight into the 
scanner. 

■ Make sure the document guides fit snugly against the 
original when you insert it into the scanner. 

■ If you're using the copy utility for Windows, select 
Straighten Only in the Automatic Photo Layout box. 

The image quality is poor. 

■ If you're scanning or copying a photograph, make sure 
you select Photo before you scan. For better quality, try 
printing on EPSON Photo Quality InkJet paper or 
photo paper. 

■ If you're using the TWAIN window, check your Quality 
and Resolution settings. 



■ If you're using the Smart Panel to scan any type of printed 
picture (other than a film-processed photograph), make 
sure you choose Magazine, Newspaper, or Brochure as 
your Scan Material. 

Vertical lines are missing from the scanned image. 

■ Make sure the scanner glass is clean. See page 118 for 
cleaning instructions. 

■ Make sure your original is not wrinkled. 

■ If you're using the protection sheet, make sure it isn't dirty 
or worn out. 

Uninstalling Printer Software 

If you need to uninstall your printer software, follow the steps 
for your operating system and type of connection: 

Uninstalling in Windows (USB Connection) 

1. Click Start, Programs, EPSON Smart Panel, Uninstall 
EPSON Smart Panel. Then follow the instructions on the 
screen. 

2. Double-click My Computer, then double-click the 
Control Panel icon.
